NEW YORK CLAIMANTS TO 
TAILOR’S ESTATE. 


Before Mr. Justice Johnston, sitting without 
a jury, & probate action was heard in which 
William H. Harrison and Frank P. Harrison, 
both residing in New York, were plaintiffs, 
and the Very Rev. John Archdeacon Fallon, 
of Castlebar, was the defendant, The plain- 
tiffs claim to be lawful nephews and next-of- 
kin of Thomas Branley, late of Castlebar, who 
died on the 16th April, 1920, intestate, as 
they allege, and to have grant of administra- 
tion of his personal estate. The defendant set 
up a will of the deceased man dated 3rd 
December, 1919, which could not now be 
found, and the contents of which, it was 
leaded, were contained in a document now 
fore the Court. By this document, it was 
stated, the testator bequeathed ten shares in 
the National Bank to his nieces, Mrs. Berger 
and Miss Agnes Gibbons, both of whom reside 
in New York. He gave £700 to his niece, 
Miss Agnes Harrison, also resident in New 
York, and £1,000 to the parish priest of the 
Church of Our Lady of the Rosary, Castlebar, 
for the time being, to be utilised towards the 
erection of a spire to the church. He further 
bequeathed £800 to the trustees of the May- 
nooth Mission to China, £20 to the African 
Mission of the Holy Ghost, £200 to the Mary 
Magdalene Asylum, Lower Gloucester street, 
Dublin, and, after the payment of his debts 
and funeral expenses, he directed the residue 
to be devoted to the payment for Masses. 

It appeared from counsel’s statement in 
support of the will that a Mr. Andrew Ryan, 
an official in the office of the Clerk of the 
Crown and Peace, Castlebar, was asked by the 
testator to draw his will for him. Mr. Ryan 
suggested that the testator should employ a 
solicitor for the purpose, but the testator said 
that he did not like solicitors and would rather 
that Mr. Ryan should draw up the document 
himself. Mr. Ryan made a rough draft of the 
will, containing all the instructions of the 
deceased man. He took that draft to Mr. 
Thornton, solicitor, Castlebar, and asked him 
to put it into legal phraseology and return it 
to him. Mr. Thornton carried out his request, 
but before sending the will to Mr. Ryan he 
had an exact copy of it made and retained 
that copy in his office. Mr. Ryan took the 
will to the testator, who expressed his ap- 
proval of it, and it was duly executed. The 
deceased man had been a tailor, and was a 
very hard-working man. He had travelled a 
good deal both on the Continent and in 
America, and was well read and intelligent. 
In 1919 he received a sum of £1,700 as his 
share of the estate of an American gentleman 
named Paul Keath, and this sum, together 
with the purchase price of the house in which 
he resided, and which he sold, brought his 
assets up to £2,075. He had no other assets,

It was easy to understand 
that a man engaged in carrying on several 
large and successful business concerns fore 
saw the desirability of having a single head 
and undivided control, and, whilst he was 
anxious to nominate his wife as executrix and 
trustee as a mark of his affection, he did so 
with a qualification which enabled his son, 
Sir John Arnott, to continue the manage- 
ment of affairs with undivided control. 
Lady FitzGerald Arnott alleged that she 
signed certain documents without knowledge 
and in circumstances that would amount to 
fraud on the part of Sir John Arnott, but her 
evidence was quite at variance with her letter 
to Sir John Arnott dated 28th May, 1898. 
As regards the Bristol shares, he found 
that they were fairly valued at £3 10s. per 
share in the valuation submitted to Lady 
FitzGerald Arnott, the form of appropriation 
of which she signed, and that in the whole 
transaction Sir John Arnott did nothing which 
fairly gave rise to criticism, much less to 
censure. Since 1914, the estate had greatly 
benefited by the enormous appreciation which 
the shares of this company, in common with 
most shipping companies, had experienced. 
But it was as idle to make this unforeseen 
appreciation in value the basis of a charge 
of misconduct on the part of Sir John Arnott 
as it was to blame him, as Lady FitzGerald 
Arnott did, for investing in Consols in the 
year 1900 at 86. 
The flotation of the Jrish Times into a 
limited company was in precisely the same 
position as the Bristol Navigation Steamship 
shares. Lady FitzGerald Arnott, in May, 
1898, wrote that her children would be per- 
fectly satisfied and pleased to accept shares 
in the Jrish Times. The defendant ap- 
parently raised objection to the proposed 
amount of capital, and the formation of the 
company was postponed. In 1900, however, 
the company was formed with a capital of 
£450.000. divided into 55,000 Preference 
shares of £5 each, and 35,000 Ordinary shares 
of £5 each. The Ordinary shares were largely 
held as portions of the trust estate, and his 
lordship found that the transaction was car- 
ried out with prudence aud judgment on the 
part of Sir John Arnott, and resulted in great 
benefit to the estate.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 
AUGUST. 


FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT 
Tae PLANETS :— 

Mercury is an evening star all the month, 
at his greatest elongation from the Sun 
on the 15th. Owing, however, to the time 
of year, he is south of the Sun in de- 
clination, and will not be a naked-eye object 
in the Northern Hemisphere He will be 


conspicuous to observers south of the 
Equator. Venus is a morning star, at her 
greatest brilliancy on the 7th. She rises soon 
after Í a.m. at the end of thé month In 
the early days of the month she will be bright 
enough to cast a visible shadow in the small 
hours before dawn After the 12th, the 


Moon will be present and the shadow will 
not be visible. Mars, even to the naked eye, 
will be the planet of the month. He rises 
at 9 p.m. on the lst, and no eye can miss 
him, as he is brighter than Jupiter, and his 
fiery red colour would attract attention, even 
if he were not so brilliant. He is, indeed, 
for a time the brightest of all the planets, 
except Venus alone; and the early morning 
sky will present a striking pieture with both 
these planets above the horizon 
lt may not be amiss here to warn readers 
gainst the unmitigated trash which finds its 
way into the Press from time to time, when- 
ever public attention is drawn to the planet 
Mars. Only a few days ago a paragraph 
stated that Senatore Marconi was about to 
take advantage of the near approach of 
Mars to endeavour to send wireless messages 
to the planet from the summit of the Jungfrau; 
while M. Camille Flammarion would go to 
Chile, where he would observe Mars from 
the bottom of a deep mine shaft It is safe 
to assert that neither of these distinguished 
savants ever thought of wasting their time in 
doing anything so silly. Marconi long since 
demonstrated that wireless signals do not 
travel outside of the Earth’s atmosphere, but 
are reflected back to Earth at its upper 
limits. Incidentally, in what language 
would the message be sent? 
As for the observing from the bottom of 
a shaft, every user of a telescope knows that 
such would be the worst possible place to 
obtain results. All the endeavours of those 
in control of large telescopes have been to 
place them as high above the Earth as pos- 
sible, in order to escape the injurious eftect 
of the dense atmosphere at low levels; which 
effect would, of course, be much intensified at 
the bottom of a deep shaft. Possibly we have 
here a garbled version of the very hoary old 
fable that the stars can be seen in daylight 
from the bottom of a well or a chimney- 
shaft. Who invents these absurd stories, 
which sometimes tempt one to believe that 
the Press has been victimised by some de- 
liberate hoaxer’ Such has actually been the 
case in one or two instances. The classical 
case was when a certain lady astronomer was 
reported to have ‘‘gone up in a balloon to 
see the Leonids in 1899, when everyone 
was looking out for the expected Leonid 
shower in November of that year, a certain 
Mademoiselle L- was an assistant at the 
Paris Observatory. A lady astronomer being 
then somewhat of a novelty, Mademoiselle 
L—— was rather pestered by interviewers. 
One day in November, when she was par- 
ticularly busy, an enterprising Pressman was 
so insistent that, to get rid of him, she sent 
out the message that she had gone up in a 
balloon to make sure of getting above the 
clouds to see the expected meteors, in- 
dependent of weather conditions. The para- 
graph duly went round the Press of two 
hemispheres; and may still be met with. 
Jupiter souths early in the evening, near 
p.m. on the Ist, and just before 6 p.m. on 
the ólst. Being low in the South, he should 
be observed as soon after sunset as possible, 
On the evening of the 6th the shadows of 
Satellites LI. and III. may be seen on the 
planet’s disc; and on the evening of the 13th 
only one Satellite, IV., will be visible. Of 
the other three one will be eclipsed, and the 
other two projected on the disc, where they 
may cam be seen with a sufficiently 
powerful telescope. Saturn is nearly out of 
the observer's reach now, setting soon after 
10 p.m. at the beginning of August, and at 
8.30 ba. at the end oí the month. 
Tue Moow — 
First Quarter on the 8th at 3.41 a.m. 
Full Moon on the 14th at 8.19 p.m. 
Last Quarter on the 22nd at 9.10 a.m. 
New Moon on the 30th at 8.37 a.m. 
There will be a total eclipse of the Moon 
on the evening of the 14th. The eclipse 
begins while the Moon is still below the 
horizon of Ireland, and she will rise here 
totally eclipsed at 7.45 p.m. and will remain 
totaliy echpsed till 9.9 p.m., when totality 
ends. It will be an hour later before she is 
finally clear of the Earth's shadow, It will 
be seen that this is an anusually long eclipse, 
the Moon being totally immersed he i hr. 
38 min. She passes nearly centrally through 
the shadow of the Earth. Points which the 
ordinary spectator or the observer with a 
small telescope may usefully note are the 
colour and illumination of the eclirsed Moon, 
She rarely disappears entirely in the shadow, 
and is usually quite distinctly visible, but of 
a dark, ruddy or copper colour. A dark 
eclipse when the Moon becomes nearly, if not 
quite, invisible is thought to indicate a much 
clouded condition of the Earth's atmosphere 
and to forebode wet weather, whereas a 
bright one would indicate a fine season to 
come. 
OccUuLTATIONS >— 
In the early morning hours of the 23rd the 
Moon is passing over the Hyades cluster, and 
several occultations of stars therein take place, 
ending with Aldebaran. The disappearance 
of the bright star takes place at 4.7 a.m. and 
reappearance at 4.56. The Sun rises at 
4.59, so the reappearance will hardly be ob- 
servable, except with a telescope. The

£500,000 HIGHLAND ROAD. 


The announcement that the Ministry of 
Transport has decided to go on with the great 
road reconstruction scheme has given great 
satisfaction in the Highlands.

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ENGINEERS’ WAGE 
DEMANDS.

TO-DAY'S CONFERENCE. 


_ The Amalgamated Engineering Union has 
Issued invitations to all the cnions having 
members in the engineering industry to at- 
tend a conference to-day in London for the 
purpose of considering the reply to be made 
to the employers’ refusal of the application 
for an advance of wages of 20s. a week. 

The unions have been supplied with official 
copies of the employers’ reply, which was 
made by Sir Allan Smith. In the course of 
his statement, Sir Allan Smith directed at- 
tention to the serious condition of the indus- 
try. He said that, according to the census of 
production of 1907, the percentage of home 
orders was 46.65 per cent.; according to the 
1922.23 returns, the percentage was 75.52 per 
cent.; and according to the 1924 returns 
74.11 per cent, The percentage of export 
orders, according to the census of production 
inquiry, was 53.55 per cent. in 1907; in the 
1922-25 period the percentage was 27.47 per 
cent.; and in the 1924 period 25.89 per cent. 
Export orders were dwindling away, and the 
position in the home market was not satisfac- 
tory. “‘ Immediately the question of interna 
tional reparations is settled (Sir Allan Smith 
added) and as soon as the German mark is 
stabilised, we shall be compelled to purchase 
goods from that country in order to enable 
them to pay their reparations. If we have to 
face that, it will be another very great incon 
venience to us in the matter of foreign com- 
petition, and also home competition in Great 
Britain—that is to say, if we proceedto take 
in goods from Germary in order to enable 
them to pay reparations. 

“I might further refer you to a statement 
made by M. Albert Thomas, of the Interna- 
tional Labour Office, referring to the question 
of the hours of labour in Germany, in refer- 
ence to the Washington Convention and the 
48-hours week, the suggestion being to allow 
Germany, for the purpose of those reparations 
being paid, to work certain hours in excess 
of that Convention in order that their export 
for reparation purposes—which will be mainly 
metal and metal products—may be sent out at 
less cost to Germany on account of the high 
number of hours per week that they may be 
permitted to work. So that settlements are 
not always beneficial to those who are in the 
position of creditors; and I ask you to believe 
it when I say that the first evidence of a 
settlement of German reparations will be a 
serious inroad into the industrial prosperity 
of Great Britain.”’

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NEW BUILDING | 
MATERIAL SECRET. 


TEN MEN TO ERECT A HOUSE 


IN TWO DAYS. 


Commander Burney, M.P., and famous for 
his interest in airship development, 1s 
ioneer of the scheme referred to by the 
ritish Minister of Health, Mr, Wheatley, 
for erecting houses without the aid of the 
bricklayer, the plasterer. or the plumber. 
This has been rendered possible by the dis- 
covery of an English chemist, but before 
building can be undertaken on a great scale 
there is a company to be formed and a fac- 
tory to be built. 

Commander Burney claims it will be pos- 
sible for ten men to put up a house in two 
days at a cost of from £350 to £400. The 
new building material, which takes the place 
of bricks, is as smooth as ivory and can be 
made in any colour. It ais only a little 
heavier than wood, and is tough almost as 
steel. Large standardised sections will be 
made in factories to any shape required and 
transported to the site of the house, where 
they will be fitted and bolted together. A 
family with a little mechanical skill could al- 
most do their own building. 

Not only will there be no bricks, but no 

iron, no woodwork, and no paint. Every- 
thing is to be made of a material the com- 
position of which is a secret, but which is 
guaranteed weatherproof, warm, and _ thor- 
oughly reliable. Each standardised section of 
a house will weigh about a quarter of a ton. 
Fireplaces and mantelpieces would be part of 
their particular sections. 
_ The foundations having been laid, the idea 
is to put up the walls as far ag the first floor. 
Then comes the flooring of the same material, 
but specially treated in order that it may be 
as warm as wood. The next section of wall 
goes up and more flooring. The roof is in sec- 
tions, too, and, like the rest, is bolted to- 
gether. 

Commander Burney, asked about the effect 
of wet weather on his patent substance, said: 
“We have had the material under water for 
pix months without there being any sign of 
he water havhig percolated through. We 

ave tested it by abrasion or rubbing, and 
found it resisted that rather better than con- 
crete.”” 

Specimen pieces shown were bright green, 
dull red and buff coloured, They were little 
heavier than wood. 

& pair of houses would be made up of 240 
parts. 

A house containing three bedrooms, bath- 
room, kitchen, living-room and parlour would 
work out at £470. but one with two bed. 
rooms, bathroom. kitchen, and living room 
would cost only £3650. 

The walls would look like marble and the 
floors like parquet. Corners and ceilings 
would be rounded, and all the walls and 
ceilings would be washable. “We woul pro- 
mised to erect a pair of houses for eXamina- 
tion by the Ministry of Health.” Commander 
Burney added: “'in fact. a wall section Oft 
by 5ft., is already made.” | | 


CRAFTSMEN TO MAKE NEW 
MATERIAL. 


The British Minister of Health Mr. 
W heatley, in a debate on the Housing Bill at 
Westminster, said he was to inspect a system 
of building houses largely of steel and timber 
which had been invented by an eminent busi- 
ness man, who had a great reputation in the 
\business world. Rocently he had had sub. 
mitted to him by one of the best-known busi- 
ness men in the country a new material for 
house-building, which he claimed would give 
more substantial and more Leautiful houses in 
4 tithe of the time now oc: upied in building, 
which would give them cheaper, and without 
the services of bricklayers or plasterers. He 
had no technical or scientific knowledge to 
enable him to pass judgment on the value of 
the material, but it seemed quite promising. 
H it succeeded, the building industry would 
still require to recruit its personnel, but. in 
stead of taking in bricklavers. plasterers, and 
carpenters, men would be engaged to manu 
facture the new building material. 


HOUSES OF STEEL. 


Mr. Winston Churchill points out the ad 
vantages of building houses with steel. 
“High engineering authorities,’ he says, 
“with records of administrative achieve. 
ment behind them which none can dispute, 
declare that thin plates of steel stamped in 
the workshop to the exact shape required, 
enamelled in the workshop, and lined at a 
few inches interval with wood, could be made 
to compete advantageously in cost and com- 
fort with the houses of the Wheatley scheme, 
and once started on a sufficiently large scale 
would far anticipate them in speed of con- 
struction. Indeed, it is said that once the 
site has been prepared, and once the sections 
of the house have been constructed, as they 
would be, entirely in the factory, its erection 
on the spot would be only a matter of days. 
The use of thin steel plates for this purpose, 
if it became widespread, would, of course, 
carry with it an enormous relief to the un- 
employment now so acute in our steel works.” 


A SYNDICATE’S EXPERIMENT. 


Mr. Black (Harborough, L.) said that sub- 
stantial efforts were going to be made to sub 
stitute a fresh process for the ordinary 
influence on the situation. He mentioned 
that a syndicate had bought the Royal 
Agricultural Show Ground, with other sites 
within the City of Leicester, and was going 
to put up at least 1,500 houses at a cost of 
£250 each, to be let at 9s. a week, without 
any subsidv from the Government. No 
syndicate of private builders would invest, as 
this syndicate proposed to do, £375,000 with 
out being fully persuaded that they would 
get a return of their money. 


GOVERNMENT EXPERIMENT. 


Steel houses were erected some months ago 
at Braintree, in Essex. The walls were made 
of concrete blocks built on a system of units 
devised by Mr. W. 8. Crittall. A member 
of this firm is now the Labour representative 
for the Braintree constituency. All the floors 
and ceilings of these houses are made of 
reinforced concrete, but steel is used for the 
windows, the front doors, and the staircases. 
Four years ago many experiments in steel 
construction were carried out in England 
under the Government. It was found that 
this method had distinct advantages, for the 
shell of a house could be quickly run up and 
covered in. thus saving ‘“‘wet time, and the 
work of bricklayers and joiners was reduced. 
The di«advantages were that the steelwork 
was dangerous if not properly protected, that 
the treatment of plan and elevation in- 
evitably lacked variety, and that the cost ‘n 
those days was much more than that of 
bricks. 


FEWER AND DEARER 
HOUSES. 


Speaking at Leicester, Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain said that Mr. Wheatley’s housing pro- 
gosals would break down. ‘They would not 
produce more Louses, but they would produce 
an increase in the cost of houses. They were 
going to impose huge new burdens of taxa 
tion. Under Mr. Wheatley’s scheme fewer 
houses per year would be produced than were 
being put up under the late Governments 
scheme now operating. The alleged guarantee 
of the building industry to produce so many 
houses in fifteen years was a sham and a 
humbug. It was proposed to add £165 to the 
present subsidy. 

The time had arrived when we should have 
to look about for some new materials and 
new methods of construction. If we could 
not get skilled craftsmen we should find a 
way of building houses without them. He was 
afraid that when next Christmas came the 
number of unemployed would once more reach 
the terrible figure of one and a quarter 
millions. He was led to believe that by the 
present extraordinary advance in the number 
of unemployed, despite the fact that the pre- 
sent usually was the most busy time of the 
year.

CONCRETE SOLUTION OF 
HOUSING PROBLEMS. 


——_— 


SPEED AND ECONOMIC 
CONSTRUCTION. 


It is stated that in The Hague and the City 
of Amsterdam the housing problem, which not 
long ago was as acute as in this country 
now solved. There are houses for all who 
want them. Building is proceeding apace, 
and Government grants are no longer neces- 
sary. This happy result is attributed to a 
special method oi erection, which is known as 
‘*Korrelbeeton.” The advantages are speedy 
construction, economy, and the use of un 
skilled labour. A special inspection has been 
made by Edinburgh City Engineer, Mr. Hors 
burgh Campbell, whose interim report was 
submitted to the Housing Committee of Edin- 
burgh Town Council. The Committee re- 
solved to recommend that a special deputation 
should be sent over to Holland to study the 
subject in greater detail. => 

Mr. Campell, in his report, expiains that 
“ Korrelbeeton “" is a concrete composition of 
a specialised nature, protected by patent, and 
consisting of a highly cellularised aggregate 
of j-inch to j-inch grade of clinker, sifted 
clean of all dust, mixed with cement of spe- 
cially prescribed proportions. The fresh mix- 
ture so composed is poured into the wall. 
shuttering and brought up as a solidly formed 
wall, left just as the poured-in mixture has 
composed itself by natural settlement in the 
mould, all tamping or ramming the mixture 
being purposely avoided. 

The ne are thus a vertical mass of cellu- 
lar conerete, 8 inches thick. These walls are 
raised upon a raft or ted of concrete of like 
composition to the walling, and from 6 to 9 
inches thick. No damp-course is inserted be: 
tween the concrete bed and the vertical wall 
for that in_effect would take from this system 
the virtue it claims. The claim is that the 
wall, whilst possessing sufficient strength for 
the weight it has to carry, and while it may 
not be waterproof externally, yet internally 
is absolutely and free from damp or from 
the moisture a caphenadien, By this eon- 
struction unskilled labour is employed, the 
cost of harling is saved, no central cavity is 
required. strapping and lathing is not neces: 
sary. Thereby, not only are very substantial 
savings effected in the walling, but the ab- 
sence of all hollows, cavities, or other con- 
fined openings make the structure vermin: 
proof, 

“ae floors and roofing—which is of the flat 
ly, .tionm—are composed of a slab or slabs of 
concrete (7in. thick) of like composition te 
the walls, but reinforced for strength. The 
Hoors, both Moga floor and upper floor, are 
of that jointless compound composition of any 
colour—red, brown, or green—as may be de- 
sired. The roof js finished with an overlay of 
asphaite composition. The nature of the 
eoncrete and of the flooring material deadens 
the passage of sound from one floor to the 
other; whilst again the cellular nature of the 
concrete acts as a non-conductor of heat or 
cold through the walls and the flat roof. The 
internal service stair to each house is of con- 
crete; thus making a monolithic building. 

It is thereby claimed that the buildings so 
constructed are weatherproof, damp-proof, 
niger ong and nearly sound-proof. From 
his studies on the spet, the Edinburgh Engi 
nee? states, and in the course of his several 
inspections, he has geen and heard nothing 
that fails to substantiate these claims. 

‘Those houses so constructed have been built 
hitherto mainly of two storeys, but not wholly 
so. Three storeys are, in fact, also intro- 
duced. In elevation with the flat-roofs 
adopted in Holland for this type of construc: 
tion, the appearance is not so pleasing as the 
pitched roof of slate or of tile; but this is a 
mere matter of design, and even with the flat- 
roof becomingly treated and_ relieved by 
breaks in the line of eaves or wallhead, quite 
& pleasing elevation can be secured. But this 
question of flat or of pitched roof is a matter 
of individual taste and choice, and is not a 
necessary point to the adoption of this “ Kor- 
relbeeton ' system. 

The price at which houses are being erected, 
finished complete in Holland, is between £2560 
snu £500 for houses of three apartments and 
seullery, with w.c.—but without a bath—the 
latter not being a feature of the working 
man's house in Holland. Compared with the 
een here, that is a very attractive price. 

Vages rates for building ecraftemen in Hol- 
land are not less, but closely approximate to, 
the wages rates here; so that the lower build- 
ing costs must be attributable in great part to 
the system of construction. 

The Directors of Housing for La Hague and 
Amsterdam spoke in unqualified favour and 
support of this “ Korrelbeeton"’ system, net: 
withstanding the very low levels at which 
these houses are being erected—at Amsterdam, 
about 18 feet below sea-level. 

Features of the new houses include :'— 

(1) The absence of lobbies and passages 
within the dwelling, the bedrooms being 
planned to enter direct off the livin m, 
which thus becomes in plan, what in fact it 
is, the common room of the dwelling. 

(2) The excellent seulleries that are pro- 
vided and the scullery fitments, 

(5) The very liberal equipment of pantries, 
stores, cupboards, and large presses plenti- 
fully provided in each house far exceeding 
anything provided in this country. 

(4) The verandah on ground floor and the 
open balcony on upper floor, which seem to be 
the accompaniment of nearly all the houses in 
Holland. 

(5) The absence of fire-places in the living- 
toom—all the cooking being done by gas- 
cooker fitted up in the ra | so keeping the 
family room cool and clean for summer use. 
In winter the heating of the room is by means 
of a portable stove or open grate,

RECONSTRUCTING WITH 
RAPIDITY. 


In Belgium the Government Restoration 
Department report that the work of recon- 
struction in the devastated territory will be 
completed by the end of another twelve 
months. Including town halls, churches, 
achools, and institutions of various kinds, 
1,167 public buildings were totally or partially 
destroyed. 

At the close of 1922 a total of 852 public 
buildings had been restored, and tenders were 
given out last vear for the reconstruction of 
224 other buildings. Mere than 100,000 
private houses were either destroyed or ren- 
dered uninhabitable. With the aid of Govern- 
ment grants, 18,000 private houses have been 
rebuilt or restored, and the Government has 
carried out the actual rebuilding or restoration 
of 9,500 other houses. 

By private enterprise some 42,000 houses 
have been erected. 

In place of slum dwellings which were 
destroyed, cheap, modern and healthy houses, 
to the number of 3,250, have been built with 
Government subsidies. In rural districts, 
1,160 dwellings have been erected in “ garden 
cities’’ to replace houses which, at their best, 
were unfit for human habitation. In addition 
to the expenditure on rebuilding, man 
millions of francs have been spent upon cm Í 
making, land clearing, drainage, and the re- 
storation of water and electric services.

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS. 


Architectural educationists from Europe 
and America assembled at the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, Conduit street, London, 
on Monday, embarked upon a programme of 
papers, discussions, and comparative exhibi-. 
tions which extends over the rest of this week 
No Congress so representative, or conceived 
upon so large a scale, has ever before been 
summoned to consider solely the vocational 
training of architects. 

Nearly 100 schools of architecture sent 
drawings to illustrate their systems of teach- 
ing and the work done by their students, so 
that methods, standards, and results may be 
compared, and the original arrangement for 
housing an exhibition of the schools in one 
building had to be abandoned The schools 
of architecture in the British Empire had 
rooms allotted to them in Devonshire House, 
where they constitute a separate group. The 
foreign schoola are assembled in Grosvenor 
House, comprising the principal institutions 
for teaching architecture in America, France, 
Italy, Belgium, Portugal, Spain, Holland, 
Sweden, Norway, Russia, Austria, and Hun- 
gary. Resides these two chief centres, the 
galleries of the Roval Institute of British 
Architects are used for exhibiting the work 
of the English, American, and French Schools 
at Rome. Here, too, educational books and 
equipment are shown. 

On Tuesday Lord Crawford occupied the 
chair. Papers on “ Architectural Education 
in the Past’’ were read by Professor W. A. 
Boring; of Columbia University; by M. Paul 
Léon, Directeur des Beaux Arts; by Professor 
P. D’Achiardi (Italy), and by Mr. Paul 
Waterhouse, past-president, R.I.B.A., and 

ast-chairman of the Board of Architectural 
tducation—the body controlling the qualify- 
ing training of architects in Great Britain and 
the Dominions. 

“ Architectural Education in the Present ” 
was dealt with yesterday under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Reginald Blomfield, R.A. Papers 
on this subject were given by Professor W. 
Emerson, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology; by Professor A. Defrasse 
(France), by Professor Giuseppe Boni (Italy), 
and bw Mr. W. Curtis Green, A.R.A., cheair- 
man of the Board of Architectural Education. 

To-day ‘‘ Architectural Education in the 
Future’ is to be discussed, Mr. Cass Gilbert, 
of New York. acting as chairman. Dean F. 
H. Bosworth (Cornell University), M. L. 
Jaussely (France), Professor Giuseppe Boni 
and Mr. H. V. Lanchester will be the readers 
of the formal papers. 

In addition to the papers, discussions, and 
exhibitions that have been arranged, there 
are to be visits to the London University, to 
the Architectural Association Schools, and to 
the Cambridge School of Architecture. There 
will also be a banquet and visits to St. Paul's, 
Greenwich, Wembley, the British Museum, 
and the City Churches. 
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BALLYMENA NEW TOWN HALL 


——  o—--— 


The Duke of York during his tour of the 
North last week laid the foundation stone ol 
the new Ballymena Town Hall. 

The proposal to build a new Town Hall 
came from the Urban Council in power in the 
year 1920, in consequence of the old hall, 
which occupied the present site, being de- 
stroyed by fire. The plans chosen were those 
of Messrs. Jones and Kelly, Dublin, who 
were awarded first place in the competitive 
designs submitted by a great number of 
architects. and the tender of Mr. John 
Carson, Ballymena, for building has been 
accepted by the present Council. The build 
ing will he of modern style, hased on the 
Deric order of architecture. The whole ex- 
terior will be faced with Brantry stone from 
quarries in Aughnacloy, Co, Tyrone, The 
plans show that the main entrance on the 
angle leads through a staircase hall to «a 
spacious vestibule, which gives access to the 
Council Chamber, to the minor public hall, of 
which the seating capacity is about 300, and 
to the various municipal offices. Of the 
ertrance staircase at the first floor level is 
the main hall, of which the seating capacity 
is about 800, wih gallery aecommodation for 
an additional 180 persons. The construction 
of the building will be fireproof, and a’ proper 
system of heating and artificial ventilation 
have been provided 

Mr. Alfred E. Jones, M.R.I.A.T., of the 
firm of Messrs. Jones and Kelly. architects, 
presented the Duke with a gold trowel, with 
which His Royal Highness laid the founda- 
tion stone, and a casket containing records of 
the event, newspapers, current coins, stamps, 
was placed in a cavity beneath the stone.

The Sixth Day. 


Our municipal strikers continue to hold 
Dublin at their mercy. The city has re- 
mained uncleansed for five days. The 
municipal markets are closed, and the 
neighbouring streets, where the work of 
the markets is being done, are in a filthy 
condition. Every day contributes some 
new peril to the health of the citizens and 
of the visitors who are arriving in large 
numbers for the Horse Show and Tail- 
teann Games. The strikers have given a 
haughty refusal to a request for the 
cleansing of choked drains. They will 
hold another meeting to-day, when they 
may, or may not, decide to accept the 
offer of arbitration and to resume their 
highly paid labours. We hope that they 
will make the right choice, but we hope 
also that the Government is taking no 
risks. It has+promised to employ all the 
resources of the State if the strikers 
remain obdurate; and a vote to-day for 
the continuance of the strike, or an 
abortive meeting that leaves the strike 
in being, will remove the last excuse 
for inaction. Until now Dublin has been 
able to conceal the skeleton in its cup- 
board from our British and American 
visitors ; but after to-day or to-morrow, if 
nothing is done, the skeleton will walk 
abroad. The city, in spite of its fresh 
paint and garlanded lamp-posts, will 
Lecome an offence to nose and eye, and 
both Horse Show and Tailteann Games 
will be doomed to sordid and humiliating 
failure. The citizens would be heart- 
stricken by such calamity and will do 
everything in their power to avert it. 
They are waiting only for the word of 
command, and, if the municipal workers 
are still on strike this afternoon, the word 
ought to be spoken before nightfall. It 
has been suggested that the Government 
shall employ the Army for the mainten- 
ance of essential services, but the pro- 
posal is neither wise nor necessary. The 
Army ought not to be invoked unless, 
and until, the public peace and the liberty 
of the subject are in danger. If the 
Government will call for volunteers from 
the citizenship of the Saorstat, the 
response will be ample, enthusiastic and 
immediate. Thousands of young men, of 
all parties and classes, will seek enlist- 
ment in a cause which involves not only 
the health, but the honour and prosperity, 
of the Irish capital. In such a civic army 
the Government will find more than a 
sufficiency of muscular strength and 
technical skill to ensure the maintenance 
of all suspended or threatened services— 
street-cleaning, drainage, electric lighting 
and the rest. Under a well-organised 
scheme, in which every householder would 
clean the bit of street in front of his own 
door and squads of volunteers would 
remove the refuse, the city’s aspect could 
be made spotless in forty-eight hours. The 
Government will be gravely to blame if, 
with such resources at its disposal, it 
allows any body of men to take blackmail 
of Dublin; and it will be hardly less to 
blame if it hesitates until most of the 
mischief has been done. If the municipal 
workers are still on strike this afternoon, 
President Oosgrave must summon the 
citizens to keep faith with their city,

Some of the most distinguished legal men 
in the United States are among the party 
which was entertained last night to dinner 
by the Benchers of the King’s Inns. When 
the Association arrived in London Mr. 
Secretary Hughes declared that it was 
meeting “by the fireside in the old home- 
stead.” The British Inns of Court are the 
cradle of American jurisprudence, and 
every lawyerin the United States recognises 
the enormous debt which they owe to the 
law-givers of Westminster Hall, where the 
broad bases of Anglo-Saxon civilisation 
were laid. Many of the most famous 
figures in American legal history received 
their early training in London. . From Sir 
Walter Raleigh, of the Middle Temple, to 
Penn, of Lincoln's Inn, British lawyers 
played their part in the creation and 
maintenance of the American State. Five 
men who signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—Heyward, Lynch, Middleton, 
McKean and Rutledge—were sons of 
the Middle Temple. The Bible, Shake- 
speare and the law—these are the three 
greatest common heritages of the English- 
speaking races. In externals, no doubt, 
the American law of to-day differs widely 
from the law of England; but they have 
their roots in the same soil. They have 
been nurtured on the same fundamental 
principles of liberty gnd justice. They 
derive their inspiration from the same 
sources of wisdom and nobility of thought. 

Ireland, too, has played her part in the 
creation of that great legal system of 
which American law is a branch. The 

nited States lawyers who foregathered 
last night in the King’s Inns dined at a 
board at which some of the most dis- 
finguished exponents of British law have 
broken bread. Ireland has produced many 
great lawyers, not a few of whom have 
helped to enrich the legal lore of the 
United States; and several of our present 
guests are of Irish birth or ancestry. Like 
the United States after the Declaration of 
Independence, the Irish Free State 
launching out on its own legal career. 
The new régime differs 
from the old, but in all essentials 
the the Free State is the 
law which Britain has given to man- 
kind. We are glad that the American 
lawyers have come to Dublin to observe 
for themselves the changes which have 
taken place during the past few years. 
They will find that, while the Free State 
courts lack the picturesqueness of the 
courts in England, owing to a desire for 
simplicity which easily may be driven too 
faz, all the main buttresses of the old 
legal system have been retained. Hence- 
forward Irish law will not flow in identical 
channels with the law of England, but we 
believe that its course will be parallel. 
Even as in the case of the United States, 
so far as the law is concerned the Anglo- 
Saxon tradition is too strong to be broken, 
and the Free State legal system is not 
likely to abandon the well-tried precedents 
of British jurisprudence. 

Apart altogether from their technical 
aspect, visits of this kind are of the 
greatest value to the young Free State. 
We regret very much that our American 
friends should have arrived at a moment 
when Dublin is in the throes of a strike, 
but we hope that they will look more 
deeply than the surface of the streets. 
They will be able to give favourable 
reports on many aspects of our national 
life and activities. They wil] be witnesses 
of the great efforts which are being made 
to direct the minds of the Irish people 
into the ways of peace after their grim 
ordeal of the past few years. They will 
observe at first hand the work of a young 
and inexperienced Government in the face 
of the most formidable difficulties, and 
the balance of their impressions cannot 
fail to be on the right side. It is essential 
that the credit of the Free State shall 
stand high in America. Much has been 
done recently—chiefly, we regret to say, 
by Irishmen and Irishwomen—to lower 
that credit and to bring the nation’s name 
into disrepute; but we may be sure that 
the American lawyers will be perfectly 
impartial in their reports when they 
return to their homes. While they are 
here every Irishman ought to remember 
that he is a custodian of the country's 
reputation. During the next few weeks 
our conduct as a free people will be under 
a searchlight which will expose every weak- 
ness in our national character to the public 
gaze.

Frankenstein's Monster. 


Perhaps, the most intricate problem 
that Signor Mussolini is reguired to solve 
is provided by the Fascist Militia. At 
the July sessions of the Grand Fascist 
Council he said that he never had contem- 
plated the absolute fusion of the Militia 
with the Army proper. He held that the 
Militia ought not to lose its special 
character, but ought to remain the faith- 
ful guardian of the Fascist revolution. 
Despite this declaration by the Premier, 
we learn from the Rome Correspondent of 
The Times that the policy of absorbing 
the Militia into the regular Army already 
has been adopted and has the support of 
the War Minister. The same Correspon- 
dent states that the Opposition will not 
be satisfied until the change has been 
effected, and that Liberal supporters of the 
Government also are anxious to get rid of 
an unconstitutional guarantee of political 
supremacy. In April, 1923, the Grand 
Fascist Council decided that all Fascisti 
must join the Militia, and three months 
later its strength was fixed at 500,000, of 
whom 300,000 were allotted to the first 
line and 200,000 to the second line. With- 
out the aid of this special force the 
Fascisti would be in danger of losing their 
position at the next election, and the 
Correspondent of The Times believes that 
“the Fascisti will never calmly accept 
defeat.” If the ranks of the Militia are 
opened to members of other political 
parties—as is inevitable if the force is 
i in the regular Army—it will 
lose its identity and will cease to be an 
effective weapon in the hands of the 
Fascist leaders. The rule of Signor 
Mussolini, in spite of its rejuvenating in- 


vive if the instrument of physical force, 
to which it owes its success, is blunted. 


The Price of Bread. 


There appears to be—« possibility that 
the price of bread may be controlled by 
the Government in England as a result 
of the sharp rise in the price of flour. 
Mr. Sidney Webb, the President of the 
Board of Trade, is too well trained in the 
science of economies to view with approval 
any attempt to disregard its inexorable 
laws. In the course of an answer in the 
House of Commons, on Tuesday, he said : 
“As to whether the Government propose 
to take any steps to interfere with the 
laws of supply and demand, I would say 
‘Certainly,’ with all my heart if I only knew 
how to do it.” During the war the price 
of bread was controlled at 9d. per quartern 
loaf, and when the subsidy was removed 
in November, 1920, the price rose to 
ls. 4d. per quartern loaf. The present 
price is ninepence. Next Monday it will 
be advanced to tenpence, and it is ex- 
pected that flour, which is now 48s. 6d. a 
sack, will increase in price in the near 
future, despite the recent rise of 3s. per 
sack. The rumour of a “corner” in 
wheat appears to be unfounded, and the 
increased price is due solely to the law of 
supply and demand. The shortage of the 
supply is due to various causes. One is 
the cessation of wheat exports from 
Russia and another is the disappointing 
crop in Canada. Mr. Wells, in the House 
of Commons, estimated the shortage from 
this source at 120,000,000 bushels. The 
merease in the demand comes principally 
from the Far East. Hope for future relief 
is centred in Australia and Argentina, 
but it is too soon to estimate the crops 
that may be expected from these countries 
Mr. Webb is reassuring, since he stated 
in the House of Commons that, in his 
opinion, “any apprehension of an excep- 
tional rise was unwarranted.”

LABOUR CABINET'S 
PROPOSALS CRITICISED. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT: 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
the question hour was ‘ominated by the 
subject of the hanging of Lady Astor's 
portrait. The Commissioner of Works stated 
that the decision to place such a picture ‘on 
the walis of the House was come to by his 
predecessors in June of last year. The placing 
of the picture in its resent position was only 
a temporary expedient. Many questions fol- 
lowed the statement, one asking whether 
Countess Markievicz was not the first lady 
member. In the end th: Prime Minister said 
that the matter is one which ought to be dealt 
with in the most cecent Mad proper way 
possible.

For the fourth time this session the Ministry 
of Labour vot» has been under discussion. 
Mr. Shaw's attempts to satisfy the Conserva 
tives and Liberals especially the latter- 
that th; Government have done everything 
possible to provide schemes which would 
Bus lessen the volume of unemployment, 
rave so far met with no success. So this 
evening the Chancellor of Exchequer 
stepped into the breach, and, in a speech of 
an hour and a half, outlined the Ministry's 
proposals for dealin~ with unemployment 
ag the coming winter. These proposals, 
Mr. Snowden remarked, would involve the 
expenditure of large sums of money, but it 
was believed they wuld, in the long run, 
increase the productive capacity of the country 
and add to its wealth, and, consequently, its 
ability to pay taéxs. ‘ 

I> professed to have not the slightest 
ohje-:ion to the traditional opponents of the 
Government tryine to make party capital out 
of the fact that in the s' ‘ six months the 
Labour Party had fail»! to solve unemploy- 
ment problems. The Labour Party had a 
positive remedy—th e were ironical cheers 
at this—but it was impossible to cure a 
chronic disease in a day and night. The cure 
lay in the full development of al! our national 
and natural resources, and in the scientific 
organisation of production, ending with: the 
elimination of waste in every sphere and de- 
partment. 

He then proceeded to deal with the various 
schemes in hand or in contemplation. They 
included the « velopment of the canal system 
of transport; the further improvement of rail- 
ways (here he alluded to the necessity of 
State control); tae extension of the exports 
credits scheme; drainage works: a further 
road programme (involving an additional ex- 
penditure of 135 millions) ; a new tunnel under 
the Thames; a road bridge over the River 
lay; the production of oil from coal: elec. 
trical development; a Severn barrage system ; 
and the encouragement of the sugar beet in- 
dustry by providing a subsidy—which, it was 
hoped, would enable half a dozen new factories 
to be started at once, and which would pro- 
vide nearly all the sugar required.

This was a big programme, but Dr. Mac- 
namara said that the real test was the 
immediate work they would provide. Mr. 
J. C. Gould, one of the South Wales mag- 
nates, declared that until the Government 
tackled the question of trade union restric. 
tions Britain would never be able to compete 
with foreign countries and regain its export 
trade. So far, he said, the Labour Govern- 
ment had fooled the country with promises, 
and very little else.

Mr. Lloyd George was short, sharp, and 
decisive. His remarks, which were far from 
flattering to the Government, were heartily 
applauded by both the Conservatives and 
Liberals. All he could gather from the Chan. 
cellor’s speech was that the Labour Party's 
real remedy for unemployment was being re- 
served until after the next General Election, 
and consisted of the abolition of private enter- 
prise, and the general confiscation of all the 
industries of the country. 

He proceeded to deny that any of the 
proposals put forward by Mr. Snowden were 
proposals of the Labour Party. Every one of 
them had been initiated by other parties, and 
were ie under the Coalition Govern- 
ment, Roads, electricity, export credits—all 
of them were started by other Governments, 
and precious little help did they get from 
the Labour Party in putting them into 
operation. It was perfectly clear that when 
the Labour Party armnounced before the last 
General Election that they had schemes 
worked out in detail for the cure for un- 
employment, they meant schemes which had 
been prepared for them by other parties. 

The speech of Mr. Snowden was supple- 
mented later by Mr. Tom Shaw, the Minister 
of Labour, Ae replying on the debate, 
claimed that the majority of schemes for 
which previous Governments claimed the 
credit, were, in fact, suggested by the Labour 
representatives in 1918. With reference to 
the suggestion that trade union restrictions 
should be. removed, he said that the British 
working men would not be such asses as to 
work more than 48 hours a week, simply be- 
cause Germans had to work longer in order to 
pay reparations. 

The vote was carried by 254 to 204, and the 
House then proceeded to divisions on all the 
outstanding votes, under the guillotine 
resolution.

The negotiations witl. the German dele- 

gates to the Inter-Allied Conference cannot 

egin until next Monday, since the French 
formula, which is to satisfy the Anglo- 
American bankers as to the security for 
the forty million pound loan, is not yet 
complete. A formula now under dis- 
cussion is said to contain a very helpful 
concession ; for it provides for arbitration 
where the Reparation Commission is not 
unanimous in deciding if Germany has 
been guilty of wilful default. The 
authority to arbitrate may consist of three 
of five experts, including an American. 
This is decidedly conciliatory on the part 
of France. This afternoon the heads of 
the delegations met at No. 10 Downing 
street. 

Lord Birkenhead has placed a motion 
on the Order Paper of the House of Lords 
to call attention to the possible economic 
and trading consequences of a loan to 
Germany, made by, or guaranteed in, this 
country; and will ask the Government 
whether, before definitely committing itself, 
it will appoint a committee of competent 
experts to examine the whole question. 


The Summer Reccss. 


Hopes that Parliament will rise this 
week-end are not likely to be fulfilled; 
for the Government is now realising what 
it means to crowd a number of important 
measures on the House of Lords at the 
last moment. ..Even with the most friendly 
intentions, the Peers could not manage to 
get through the Bills before them in a 
couple of days unless they pass them 
without consideration or examination. It 
is now thought that Parliament will rise 
about Wednesday or Thursday in next 
week ; but it will be possible only if the 
Government makes a sacrifice of some of 
its most treasured measures. Many 
members are greatly disappointed that 
they are unable to get away before the 
Bank Holiday, but recognise that, in the 
circumstances, there is nothing to do but 
remain at Westminster until they are 
freed. 


The Boundary D:cision. 


There is talk in Ministerial circles, cf 
action being) taken in regard to the repro- 
duction in certain English papers of a 
forecast which appeared a tene of days 
ago in Irish papers of the judgment of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 


on the Irish boundary question. A 
prominent member of the Government 
tells me that they think it not only 


contempt of court, but an infringement of 
the prerogative of the King. The judg- 
ment was sent to His Majesty to-day, who 
held a Privy Council at Goodwood to 
receive it; and afterwards it was sent back 
to London, where, at the House of 
Commons this evening, a Cabinet meeting 
was held to consider it and the action, 1f 
any, to be taken upon it. 

The general view in the Lobby is 
that the report will advocate a com- 
promise and that legislation will be 
necessary. If this should prove to be 
correct, the Government will have to find 
time pass a short Bill amending the 
Treaty, so that the Boundary Commission 
may be set up. Such a Bill would be of 
one clause only, and it could be passed 
through the House in one day. It is con- 
sidered probable, however, that there will 
be opposition in both Houses to such a 
measure, and consequent delay.

Bread Prices. 


The increase in the price of flour 1s 
causing considerable disquietude, and the

The 
London Master Bakers’ Society, in fact, 
would welcome the control of flour and 


bread prices, since they are powerless in 
face of the speculation in wheat which 1s 
going on elsewhere. Bread will be ad- 
vanced in London on Monday next from 
ninepence to tenpence the four-pound Joaf. 
It is expected that owing to trans-Atlantic 
operations flour, which has now reached 
48s. 6d. a sack, will be even higher before 
the week-end. 


An Interesting Problem. 


A very interesting point is to be dis- 
cussed shortly by the whole of the Diplo- 


matic Corps in London concerning the 
right of extra-territoriality. It will be 
remembered that a few weeks ago 4 
Rumanian student fired two shots at \ 


Mareu Beza, the Rumanian Consul! at the 
Rumanian Legation. The young man was 
arrested by the police. The Rumanian 
Government immediately asked that he 
should be handed over to it, so that he 
micht be taken to Rumania and tried. The 
request was based on the suggestion that 
the shooting took place on Rumanian 
territory. The Foreign Off.ce was unable 
to agree to the proposal, but the Rumanian 
Government persists in its demand, and, 
if circumstances permit, the matter will 
be referred to the diplomatic body. 


A Floating School. 


The United States brigantine Newport, 
now anchored off Gravesend, is actually a 


floating s-hool. There are nearly a hundred 
boys on board, who are serving a course 
at the United States Nautical School, and 
the vessel is making a world cruise under 
the administration of the American Educa- 
tion Department. About three thousand 
boys already have passed through the

“That this Committee regret they cannot 
see their way to go into this Advisory Coun- 
cil as drafted in the scheme, and suggest the 
status of an Advisory Council be conferred 
on the North Ireland War Pensions Com- 
mittee and that this Advisory Council appoint 
six members to meet six members of an 
Advisory Council from the Irish Free State 
twice a year, meetings to be held alternatively 
in Dublin and Belfast, the chairman when 
in Dublin to be a member of the Southern 
Council and when in Belfast to be a member 
of the Northern Council, and to have a cast- 
ing vote. At these meetings the only 
matters to be discussed must affect pensioners 
throughout Ireland as a whole, no business 
concerning the administration in the Free 
State and Northern area to be dealt with.”’ 

INSUFFICIENT REPRESENTATION. 

It was explained that that resolution was 
passed to give expression to the Sub-Com- 
mittee’s dissatisfaction with the representa- 
tion pro to be given to Northern Ire- 
land. The Northern pensions. authorities 
would not, however, adopt a dog in the 
manger policy. They were willing to co- 
operate with the Free State in matters affect- 
ing pensioners in Ireland as a whole. 

EX-SOLDIERS DESIRE UNITY. 

Captain Wilton, in proposing that the 
Committee chould adopt the sub-committee’s 
resolutions, said that he was very glad to 
know that the Northern ex-Service men had 
been canvassed and wanted to be with the 
ex-Service men of Southern Ireland. His 
sole objection to the scheme was on the 
basis of representation. He did not know on 
what figures it was based, except that it 
might be the basis of population; but it was 
inequality which was an insult to 
Northern Ireland.

Yesterday the American lawyers on a 
visit to Dublin were received by the 
Governor-General of the Free State, who 
gave a garden party in their honour at 
his official residence in Phenix Park.

The visit to Ireland is an extension of the 
gathering of some. 1,400 members of the 
American Bar Association in London. On 
the invitation of the English Bar and the 
Canadian Bar Association, the American 
Association decided some time to hold its 
annual business meeting in London this year. 

Gradually, however, the programme for the 
visit grew to such an extent that the business 
meeting had to be left out, and the visit was 
given over to social and fraternal gatherings, 
and visits to places of particular interest to 
the American legal body. 

The central part of the visit was the 
gathering in Westminster Hall last week. In 
the meantime, various members of the party 
have come to Ireland, and yesterday morn- 
ing the main body of those members of the 
American Association, and their Canadian 
brethren, who have accepted the various in- 
vitations given from Ireland, arrived by the 
mail boat. Many of the members were 
accompanied by ladies. 

They were welcomed by representatives of 
Trish legal bodies, and during the morning 
were shown over various places of interest in 
Dublin, including the present Law Courts at 
Dublin Castle and the Ring’s Inn.

THE BOUNDARIES. 


ENNISKILLEN AND 
DERRY. 
—— 


The Special Correspondent of The Times, 
in the third of his series of articles on 
** Boundaries in Ireland,’’ deals with Ennis- 
killen and Derry. He writes:—Any attempt 
as the result of the award of an eventual 
Boundary Commission to compel the sur- 
render to the Free State of all Fermanagh or 
of the strongly Protestant area surrounding 
Enniskillen, would be resisted by force as 
soon as the British troops had departed. But 
local Unionist leaders would not be averse 
to the rectification of the frontier, for the 
greater part of the western border of Fer- 
managh is Catholic, and of little use to them. 
So, too, is part of the southern third of the 
county east of Upper Lough Erne. A border 
drawn from Drumbadmeen, on the southern 
shore of Lower Lough Erne, to the eastern 
end of Lower Lough Macnean, and thence 
carried eastwards across Upper Lough 
Erne, and just north of i Lisnaskea 
to the point where Tyrone, Monaghan, and 
Fermanagh meet, would leave the important 
railway junction at Maguire's Bridge in 
Northern hands, and, though it would be 
criticised because it left some 5,500 Protes- 
tants in the #ree State, it would reduce the 
Catholic element in the part of Fermanagh 
remaining in Northern Ireland to perhaps 
15,000 against probably 22,000 pro-North 
erners. The proportion of Catholics would be 
further reduced if the area between the 
absurd Pettigoe salient—which reaches Lower 
Lough Erne, and is, incidentallv. a nuisance 
to local traders—and Belleek could be handed 
Over, ag the majority of its inhabitants ap- 
pear to wish; but the Fermanagh Unionists 
dare not risk leaving the Belleek locks and 
sluices, which control th outfall of the Erne. 
in possibly he-tile hands. Were they closed 
in flood-time, hundreds of farms would be 
drowned out, and the shores of the lough 
would become a marsh, as they were in the 
days of The Maguire. 

While Enniskilien confronts the future with 
an air of cheerful defiance, Londonderry is 
frankly anxious. '' No surrender "’ is still the 
Unionist watchword, but in business circles 
a rather gloomy view is taken of the com- 
mercial future of the city. Before the politi. 
cal and fiscal division of Ireland into two 
States not only was fully half the market 
area which Derry served situat d in what is 
now Free State territory, but the larger part 
of the commercial hinterland which bought 
its goods, dutiable or non-dutiable, from 
Derry merchants lay in Donegal, and during 
the Southern boycott of Belfast this hinter- 
land extended far into Sligo and Leitrim. 
Now a Customs frontier, the border of County 
Donegal, runs about four miles to the west 
of the city; but more serious, in the long 
run is the danger that new centres of dis

BRITISH TRADE, 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

The Times in a leading article 
Commission of Inquiry in this country has 
had a more urgent or a more baffling problem 
set before it than the Committee on 
Industry and Trade, which met under th 
chairmanship of Sir Arthur Balfour for the 
first time yesterday morning. For nearly 
four years British industry has been passing 
through a depression which, in intensity and 
duration alike. is unprecedented in modern 
industry. If the depression was preceded by 
a short-lived period of prosperity, 
solation is to be drawn from 
boom lasted only so ong as markets, 
starved of their normal supplies by war, 
satisfied the first pangs of hunger and in- 
flationary policies of finance them the 
means to do it. If prices rose, and, with 
prices, profits and wages, production did not 
expand, and the extravagances of the boom 
increased the subsequent difficulties of the 
slump. At no time since the Armistice has 
the volume of British exports attained its 
pre-war dimersions, yet the increase in im 
ports suggests that the country is no less 
dependent than it was before the war on world 
trade, while the population that has to be 
maintained, in spite of war losses, is larger 
than before the war. 

The Committee's usefulness will suffer if its 
proceedings drag on until trade, perhaps, has 
improved and interest has waned. Moreover, 
since inquiry is the primary object of the 
Committee, and no recommendations it can 
make will relieve the Government of the day 
of the responsibility of deciding the Executive 
policy, the chief service the Committee can 
perform will be that of educating public 
opinion by the collection and presentation ol 
facts.

A 
stable and contented Administration is the 
necessary condition of the success of the re 
forms and of future constitutional changes in 
India, and stability and contentment will not 
be achieved if we can neither recruit nor 
retain the British administrators, whose 
example and activities are, and must long 
continue to be, as indispensable to the peoples 
of India as they are absolutely necessary to 
the maintenance of our Imperial association 
with their country.

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BOUNDARY PROBLEM 
CONSIDERED. 


NEW LEGISLATION, 


PARLIAMENTARY SESSIOM 
TO BE PROLONGED,

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday Night. 

It is stated to-night on good authority 
that the adjournment of the House of 
Commons for the recess, which was ex- 
pected for Thursday or Friday of next 
week, may be deferred for another week. 

The cause of the prolongation of the 
House is found in the Irish boundary 
question. It is an irony of the situation 
that Ireland clings to the Parliamentary 
coach here, even after the Free State has 
been established. The Cabinet met at the 
House to-night to consider the position, 
and, I understand, that the decision is 
likely to be taken to introduce legislation 
and pass it before Parliament adjourns, 
in order to revise the Treaty in respect of 
the Article dealing with 
problem.

ONLY THREE FATAL ACCIDENTS 
IN FIVE YEARS. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LUNDON, Wednesday. 

“If we can hold our present position, or, 
better still, improve it, a vast aircraft manu- 
facturing industry will be created in this 
country. This industry will be as valuable 
to us in the future as our shipbuilding ‘trade 
has been in the past. British aircraft will 
be flying in every quarter of the globe.” 

Sir Sefton Brancker, K.C.B., 

Civil Aviation, speaking from the 
Broadcasting Station to the whole 
this evening, gave some interesting fa 
the development of British flying 
the war. 

During the past twelve months, he re- 
marked, British passenger and transport air- 
eraft had covered more than a million mules, 
and the public were making more and more 
use of air transport. It was found that far 
greater distances could now be covered with 
out overhaul of machines, and that flying had 
proved to be a far less strain on the pilot 
than was expe ted. 

An aeroplane could now fly for 1,200 to 
1,500 hours per year without overhaffl, and a 
pilot could now remain in the air for 600 to 
1.000 hours per year, as against 200 hours in 
1919. 

The measure of safety attained by British 
aircraft was remarkable. During the past 
five years. with some three and a quarter 
million miles covered, there had only been 
three fatal accidents to passenger aircraft. 

Air transport, said Sir Sefton Brancker, had 
to pav its way To this end flying costs 
must be reduced. the standard of regularity 
and punctuality must be improved, and the 
public must be persuaded to make more use 
of the services.

THE BANK RATE. 
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THE NEED FOR RESTORING 
THE GOLD STANDARD. 


The Federation of British Industries has ad- 
dressed a memorandum to the Bank of Eng- 
land explaining im detail the views held by 
Industry regarding the Bank Rate. 

The. Federation of British Industries state 
that, in their opinion, since Great Britain is 
the principal international clearing house both 
for moneV and goods, a general return to the 
gold standard bv the principal industrial 
countries would be greativ to the benefit of 
Great Britain and would go a long way 
towards restoring the pre-war mobility of in- 
ternational trade and a reasonable elasticity 
to the internal currency system. 

There appears, they state, to be two alter- 
native methods whereby a return to the gold 
standard by Great Britain might be secured 
One to take immediate steps to force up the 
valve of the pound sterling, the other to wait 
in the hope that forces already known to 
exist will bring down the value of the dollar. 
The first. since it would necessitate a degree 

of interference with the normal operations of 
trade and finance that would admittedly 
throw a serious strain upon industry, at least 
for a time does not readilv commend itself 
to manufacturers, whereas the second, which 
would involve no interference with monetary 
conditions beyond that to which industry has 
been accustomed in the past, has a much 
greater attraction. 

The Federation realise that, while a wait- 
ing policy is to the more immediate interest 
of those engaged in industry, it may be 
urged that other needs make it inexpedient 
that we should wait indefinitely for an up- 
ward movement in the American price level. 

They. point out, however, that by what- 
ever means a gold standard is regained, the 
stability of this standard must be in con- 
stant jeopardy unless some agreement has 
been reached with the Federal Reserve Boardd 
for regulating the value of gold until such 
time as it again comes into general interna- 
tional use. In the interests of trade stability 
it is preferable that such an agreement 
should precede rather. than follow any re 
turn to a gold standard by Great Britain. 

In conclusion, the Federation emphasise 
that the most pressing need of industry is for 
stability, and that this cannot, in their 
opinion, be achieved either by an expansion 
or by a contraction of credit by any one 
country acting alone, but only by a general 
return of the principal trading countries of 
the world to a common monetary standard, 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 
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PROPOSED RESTORATION 
SOUTH AFRICA, 


CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 

In making a statement on the Budget in 
the Union House of Assembly to-day, Mr. 
Havenea, Minister of Finance, discussed the 
possibility of the Union's having to take steps 
to restore the gold standard in advance of 
Great Britain. The matter required the 
advice of experts, and the Government, there- 
fore, proposed speedily to appoint a Com- 
mittee of experts to inquire inte it and advise 
the Government. 

His Budget statement announced that there 
would be no change in the income tax. The 
tax on patent medicines would be abolished. 
He said that the Government proposed to 
float a new Stock loan in London later in the 
year and an internal loan immediately. 
He emphasised that the change of Govera- 
ment had had no bad financial influence— 
indeed, confidence had increased, and there 
were growing offers of capital for South 
African businesses and industries.—(Reuter.) 
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MURDER OF U.S. CONSUL. 
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PERSIAN GOVERNMENT'S 
REGRET. 
TEHERAN, Wednesday. 

The American Legation here has not yet 
received the reply of the Persian Government 
to the two American Notes regarding the 
murder of Major Imbrie, the American Fad 
in Teheran, But the newspaper, Jran, 
publishes a letter from the Foreign Minister 
to the American Minister declaring that. the 
Persian Government, and nation are horrified 
and sorrowful regarding the incident, and 
that every endeavour is being made to find 
the culprits, who will be severely punished. 

The Persian Government expresses its com- 
plete willingness to allow the remains of 
Major Imbrie to be transferred across Persia 
for embarkation on an American warship. It 
also agrees to defray all the expenses entailed, 
and only regrets that Persia has no fleet, 
otherwise it would have placed a warship 
at the disposal of the American Government 
for the purpose. 

The letter further states that the question 
of proper compensation for the widow is 
being considered, and that the Government 
guarantees the security of American citizens 
and is willing to increase the guard at the 
Legation and Consulate. 

Finally, the Government declares that it 
will respect, as always, the treaty of friend- 
ship between the two  countries.—(Press 
Association s Special Correspondent.)

VIENNA, Wednesday. 

Bulgaria is facing war with three Balkan 
States, following the decisions reached by the 
Greek and Jugo-Slavian General Staffs yes- 
terday, and the attitude of Rumania towards 
the international political developments in 
Bulgaria. 

In line with the united protest presented 
last Monday in Sofia by the Greek and Jugo- 
Slavian Governments, the General Staffs of 
both Armies have completed plans for a 
united concentration along the Bulgarian 
frontier, unless the Bulgarian Government 
immediately regains control over the bandits, 
who have been raiding the frontier. 

Diplomatic circles here expressed strong 
hope that the threat of military action will 
be sufficient to force Bulgaria to exercise 
control over the comitadjis, so fhat no 
serious consequences will result, but the 
situation in the Balkans has become much 
more serious within the last twenty-four 
hours. : 

Dispatches from Bacharest declare that 
Rumania is greatly interested in the present 
developments. According to these dispatches 
open charges are brought ih Rumania that 
the unrest im Macedonia is the work of the 
Soviet Government, which is spending huge 
sums of money in an effort to bring about a 
Communist revolt in Bulgaria, which the 
Scviet hopes will spread into other South 
Slav States. 

Foreign Minister Mainkowich of Jugo- 
Slavia, who received the representatives of 
the foreign Press in Belgrade to-day, care- 
fully refrained from touching on the Bul- 
gurian situation.

CAPE TOWN, Wednesday.

Maritz had handed over defenceless men 
under his command to the Germans.

He (General Herzog) 
had assured numerous persons who questioned 
him at the time of the general election that 
he would avail himself of the first oppor- 
tunity to see General Maritz released. | It 
was because it was clear to him that as long 
as General Maritz remained in prison a feel- 
ing of bitterness would prevail, rightly or 
wrongly, among tens of thousands of people. 
We all feel that General Maritz did wrong, 
the Premier added, but we must all agree 
that the sooner we let-Maritz ont the sooner 
we shall put an end to that feeling, and the 
sooner we shall have a better state of affairs 
in South Africa. Now that the European war 
is over—now,. as never before in the history 
of South Africa. should we be made to feel 
that the Dutch and English must stand 
together. and that there should be an end to 
the friction of the past. -

had not been granted a free pardon, but 
merely a remission of his sentence.

of £500, and actually put him out of his 
home, was. not fit to be alive; and Murray 
told me that unless the money was paid that 
he (Murray) would not be responsible for 
what happened after. On the 2lst July, 
1024, I received a‘letter from ‘'O/C.. Mili. 
tary Headquarters, Midland Division,’ stat- 
ing that my brother had been arrested, and 
that unless an advertisement appeared in the 
Longford Teader, to the effect that I would 
be responsible for his. debts they would not 
be responsible for what happened. I pray a 
warrant for his arrest. as I fullv believe that 
the said defendant, Patrick Murray, is re- 
sponsible for the illegal arrest and detention 
of my brother. 


Mr. O’Brien also read the following letter 
which had been received by Father Manly. 
It was headed— . 

“Iréland, July 16th, 1924, 

“ Dear Father Manly,—I am detained under 
very special conditions. You may by now 
have heard of them, and unless you come to 
my relief it will be very drastic for me, and 
you are likely tebe involved, for all has been 
stated.—Your affectionate brother, Tommy.”

THE COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY. 


A special general meeting of the Approved 
Societies Association of ireland was held on 
Monday at Mills’s Restaurant, Merrion row, 
Dublin, to consider important questions 
concerning the administration of the Insurance 
Act, and particularly the matter ol the Com- 
mittee recently appointed by the Executive 
Council 6f the Free State to inquire into the 
question of National Health insurance and 
medical services. 

Mr. M. P. O'Donnell, Hon. Secretary, pre 
sented the annual report, which showed that 
the affiliated societies comprise 481,000 in- 
sured persons—over two-thirds of the insured 
population—and that the financial condition of 
the Association was very satisfactory. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. D. Nugent, referred 
to the difficulties under which the societies 
had operated since the Act came into force. 
Undoubtedly, he said, there were defects in 
the existing scheme, but all were capable of 
improvement if approached in the proper 
spirit and with a full knowledge of the work- 
ing of the Act. With that object in view 
the approved societies had recommended the 
Government to appoint a Committee of 
Inquiry into the operation of the Acts. They 
had nothing to fear from any investigation, 
and were satisfied that, on the whole, their 
organisations were models of sound business 
administration. 

The Association felt, and so informed the 
Government, that the inquiry should be con- 
ducted by a committee fully representative 
of all the interests affected by the Act, viz., 
the Insurance Commission, Ministry of 
Finance, employers, insured persons, medica! 
profession, and that approved societies from 
their experience were in a good position to be 
of service to the Committee, and should not 
be ignored. Alternatively, they considered 
that it should be an entirely independent 
Committee—say of members of the Dail. 

The Committee appointed was neither one 
nor the other, It was said to be a Depart- 
mental Committee, but, in fact, included some 
outside interests. Although disappointed at 
the constitution of the Committee and refused 
representation, the Executive Committee felt 
that the interests of the insured persons were 
paramount, and that the Association, while 
making their protest, should accept the 
invitation to present evidence on behalf of 
ls constituent societies. They made a recom- 
mendation to the meeting accordingly. 

The report having been unanimously 
adopted, it was decided to give. evidence 
before the Committee on Health Insurance 
and Medical! Certification and to advise con- 
Stituent societies to answer the questionnaire 
at an early date, and to send a copy of same, 
together with memo. of any points they 
desired brought before the committee, to the 
Hon. Secretary of the Association.

ealth Insurance Commission in advising the 
Minister of Finance to reduce the administra- 
tion allowance from 4s. 10d. to 4s. 5d., and 
expressing surprise that the Minister's views 
on the points raised by the Advisory Com.

COAL BY THE BAG. 


CHARGES IN THE POLICE COURT. 


In the Northern Police Court, Dublin, yes-

LOCAL GOVERNMENT INQUIRY 


At a Local Government inquiry at Tulls- 
more inte the question of performance of 
their duties by the King’s County Council 
and the Boar! of Health, Mr. Mahon, Secre- 
tary of the County Council, said that there 
was no saving by the amalgamation of 
Unions in the county. The Board of Health 
demand for the present year was £30,800. 

“ An amount that finances Boards of 
Hea of counties three times the size of 
this,"’ commented the Inspector.

The 
grant in one case, however, was cancelled in 
the meantime. 

Mr. J. A. Lumley, Tullamore, said that 
there was gross neglect and mismanagement 
of the affairs of the County Council, and 
the roads were in a shocking condition. 

James Doyle, a farmer. stated that work 
which he saw done on a road cost about 
£100 to the County Council, and it could be 
done for £5. (Laughter. ) It was work 
raising stones. 

The County Surveyor said that that was not 
so, and he believed that good value was 
given for the money in that instance, 

Michael Geoghegan complained that mone 
was squandered on drainage work which 
could have been done at one-quarter of the 
cost. 

Mr. Bergin, Roscrea, said that farmers 
could not, and would not, pay the rates un- 
less \ney were reduced. 

Geor-> Drought, Roscrea, stated that the 
150 per cent. increase in rates over pre-war 
was not justified. He would not complain of 
a 50 per cent. increase.

WORK OF DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


The twenty-second annual general report 
of the Department of Agriculture and Techni 
cal’ Instruction íor Ireland (1921-1922) which 
has just been published, refers’ to the educa 
tional. publicity service inaugurated during 
the year to impart in non-technical] terms the 
results of trials and experiments in various 
directions. 

Over 10,000 mapa were supplied to the 
Ministry of Defence for Army purposes, and 
204 for aviation purposes, but the issue of 
maps to the public was restricted owing to 
the necessities of the military situation. 

There were several additions to the 
National Museum of Science and Art, to 
which 254,356 visitors were admitted during 
the vear. In the National Library the work 
of cataloguing was advanced. and as a result 
of general revision many important works 
hitherto inaccessible were made available to 
readers. 

The gross expenditure for sea fishery pur- 
poses was £20,243, leaving a balance of 
£8,608. Grants to Technical Schools and 
Classes of Science and Art amounted to 
£125 671.
